Beatings in the Ukraine 
as Putin stays defiant 


KIEV (AFP) - Pro-Russian ac- 
bviEtE attacked supporters of 
Kiev's new leaders with clubs 
and whips as thousands rallied 
across tlie Ukraine in rival 
demonstrations yesterday, 
while Russian Preadeiit Vla¬ 
dimir Putin dug in his heels in 
the escalating standoffwitlithe 
West. 

Gei’inan Chancellor Angela 
Merkel delivered a strong re¬ 
buke to the Prussian strong¬ 
man, telling him a planned 
Cnmea referendum on j ouiing 
the Russian Federation was "il¬ 
legal" and bemoaning tlie lack 
of progress on creating an in¬ 
ternational diplomatic group to 
try to resolve tlie cnsis. 

In phone conversations 
with Merkel and British Prime 
Minister David Cameron, 
Putin in turn accused the 
Ukraine's new leaders of fail- 
tag to rein in "ultra-iiatiDiialist 
and radical forces". 

He also defied Westera con¬ 
demnation of the March 16 
referendum, saying the pro- 
Russian authorities in Crimea 
organising the vote were legit¬ 
imate fflid acting "based on in- 
lematiDnal law“ 

But in a clear sign of sup¬ 


port for the Ukraine's new 
leaders m the gravest post- 
Cold War crisis between Rus¬ 
sia and the West, US President 
Barack Obama is to meet in- 
tenm Prime Minister Ai'seiiiy 
Yatsenyuk on Wednesday, 

Sepai'atist tensions were 
running Ingh yesterday on the 
strategic Black Sea peninsula 
which IS now under Moscow's 
de facto control 

In Sevastopol, pro-Moscow 
militants weaimg balaclavas 
and bullet proof vests, joined 
by Cossacks wielding wlups, 
attacked a small rally for 
Ukraiiiian unity. 

Thousands of supporters of 
mtegi'ation with Russia also 
seized regional government 
headquarters in the eastern city 
of Lugansk and hoisted a 
Russian flag outside a security 
service building in Donetsk. 

In Kiev, Putin's top foe 
Mikahil Khodorkovsky, a for¬ 
mer Russian oligai'ch who 
spent a decade in Russian pns- 
ons, addressed a crowd of 
th DU sand s on Ind ep en dene e 
Squai’e -- the epicentre of the 
protests

Tlie final speaker was San¬ 
dra Brown, Director of Aruba's 
Women's Development Center, 
CEDEHM. As a single mother 
raising three children, one of 
winch IS Major League base¬ 
ball player for the Boston Red 
Soz, Xander Bogaeits, she is 
well acquainted with tlie chal¬ 
lenges women face in today's 
world to meet tlie demands at 
home and also advance m the 
workplace. 

The tlieme for this year's 
conference, “Being the 
Change," expands on the quote 
accredited to Gandln, of "be 
tire change that you want to- see 
in tlie world." Munster Hooy- 
boer-Winklaar provided tlie 
revelation tliat he never actu¬ 
ally said tins, but sometlnng 
much more lengtJiy, which his 
son shortened to the famous 
quote 

Nevertheless, the thrust of 
her presentation was the neces¬ 


sity of education for tlie ad¬ 
vancement and equal ti'eatment 
of women witlnn societies. 
Comp arm g Arub a to the rest of 
tlie WDiid, she noted that m re- 
gai'ds to education. Aruba is 
doing very well in encouraging 
equal opportunity for tlie fe¬ 
male gender, if not better. In 
fact, when it comes to advance 
education and completing it, 
Aruba's young women far out¬ 
distance the island's young 
men. 

A salient point regarding 
tins, is that Minister Hooyboer- 


Winklaar is the only female 
minister among a cabinet of 9, 
winch puts Aruh a on a par witli 
nations such as Quatar, India 
and Pakistan, and well behind 
Norway, Sweden and Finlatid, 
where 50-53% of the cabinet 
positions are held by women. 
To Aruba's credit, our 21-seat 
paiiiament is occupied by S 
women, or 3S%, which puts 
Ainba on par with France and 
Etluopia, but well aliead of 
U S legislative bodies which 
have only 22% of their posi¬ 
tions occupied by women. 

In education, Ainba's tech¬ 
nical school, EPB, demon¬ 
strates a Ihgher enrollment and 
completion percentage of 
young men, but tlie high level, 
academic preparatory HAVO 
and VWO educational divi¬ 
sions show a distinct majo 11 ty 
or female students dl% of 
Aruban students continuing 
their education abroad in 2Q12 
- 2013 were women. Tliose 
who actually completed their 
advanced education in Holland 
were 25%, of which 70% of 
those were female. 

A short film firom Pi'ofessor 
Steven Horowitz of St. 
Lawrence University titled 


“Do Women Earn Less than 
Meti?“ presented the coiiclu- 
sion that salary discrepancies 
between genders were not so 
much discriminatory towai'ds 
womea hut detenniiied more 
by study and life choice, tlieir 
investment in and full utiliza¬ 
tion of their "human capital." 
Minister Hooyboer-Winklaai" 
conceded that in a number in¬ 
stances lliis is a contnbuting 
fector. The higli-payingpoten¬ 
tial of fields such as IT, Com¬ 
puter Science, Engineering, 
Scienee and Medicine, are 
often the study and career 
choices of young men, while 
womea particulai'ly Aruban 
womea have shown more of 
an affinity to become teachers, 
social workers and other ca¬ 
reers tliat generally offer lower 
salanes. Professor Horowitz 
contends that the tendency in 
studies is to deploy control 
groups that encompass a wide 
vaiiety of careers with diver¬ 
gent salaiy scales, add them all 
togetlier and then divide hy the 
numbers contained m tlie con¬ 
trol group, presenting a rather 
large discrepancy between 
gender eaining power.

Hie 
new fees are as follows 

* AWG IdO - for an adult 
p as sp ort will ch is vali d for 10 
years 

* WG 190.- for abusiness 
pas sp ort which is valid for 10 
yeai's 

* AWG 120.- for a pass¬ 
port for citizens under IS 
winch is valid for 5 yeai's

The frIm state d thi s may no t b e 
accurate or fair, but serves tlie 
purpose of those trying to make 
a case for gender deamation. It 
contends friat life choices be¬ 
tween genders should also be 
taken into account, women will 
stop working for a cluster of 
years to have cluldren and ini¬ 
tially raise them, before return- 
mg to the labor market, winch 
will interrupt their steady 
salary growtli. Tbs, according 
to Dr Horowitz, accounts for 
noticeable differences in 
salaries between genders with 
sinnl ar j ob de scrip ti ons, 

Minister Hooyboer-Win- 
klaar pointed out, however, that 
there are an countless circum¬ 
stances similar to tlie more fa¬ 
mous Lilly Ledbetter case. 
Ledbetter, a 20-yeai‘ veteran 
and executive with Goodyear, 
and the sole woman to reach 
hear level of position witli tlie 
company, discovered she was 
being paid 40% less wages 
tlian her male counterparts. She 
took the company to court, 
won, but then lost on appeal in 
a bgher couit, for the reason 
that she "waited to long" to 
make her claim. Her case did 
lead to the proposal of tlie Lilly 


Ledbetter Farr Pay Act, wluch 
IS still bogged down in federal 
legislation. Tbs, and many 
eases like it, would certainly 
contradict the Endings of Pro¬ 
fessor Horowitz. 

Hie Minister went on to ate 
another study conducted on tlie 
island, and tlial was regai'dmg 
self- concepts among island 
adolescents of botli genders. 
Women's Day is not only about 
presentations tliat are upbftmg 
to women and girls, but about 
how self-realization and im¬ 
provement can contribute to 
the coimuimity as a whole. Tlie 
study was conducted among 
4119 cluldren m the 4tli, 5th 
and dth grades, wbch were 
pretty evenly split between tlie 
two genders. Girls rated tlieir 
reading abdity luglier tlian did 
the boys, and the higlier the 
grade, tlie better the girls fared 
mpercentage to tlie boys' self- 
perception Overall, 17.5% of 


In concluding. Minister 
Hooyboer-Winklasir asked, 
"How can we be part of the 
change?" Her answers were led 
by the need for deeper studies 
and more data, as tlie contra¬ 
dictory reports indicate regard¬ 
ing gender wage 

dtS'Oimmatioii 

Awareness among educa¬ 
tors, soaal workers, adminis- 
trations and tlie comniumty is 
far from sufficient, and tlie con¬ 
cern to become aware needs to 
be stimulated. 


As a conmiunity, the cbl- 
dren and their education is es¬ 
sential to the future. Parents, 
teachers, admmistraiors, politi¬ 
cians and potential employers 
should be "involved up lo tlieir 
elbows," m seeing the best ed- 
uc ati on p 0 ssible i s pro vi de d fd r 
both girls and boys, with the re¬ 
moval of gender bainers and 
creating passion for learning 
and education in youtli The 
self-perception study revealed 
an alarming disinterest in 
schooling as children ad¬ 
vanced; understand the reasons 
for tbs and how to counteract 
it IS of utmost importance. 

A bghpomt m the morn¬ 
ing's presentations was the 
awarding of three scholarships 
by the Aruba Scholai'sbp 
Foundation to island women. 
Emilien KeUy Alysee Boek- 
houdt and Anoushka van der 
Kuyp submitted mspiiing 
videos as to why they wished 


to contitiue tlieir education, and 
how they would apply what 
they learned for the betterment 
of their commuiuty. Emilien 
and Alysee are off studying 
abroad but Anouslil^a, a 
teacher, was on hand lo receive 
her endowment to refriie her 
studies in the Montessori 
Method. She also received an 
additional $1,DD0 from long¬ 
time annual visitor to Aruba 
Michelle Begin of Canada, a 
soaal activist who conducts a 
chanty volleyball tournament 
to give back to worthy Aniban 
causes 

The presentaUons of the 
^lesl speakers will be covered 
in subsequent aiTicles. Though 
conspicuflusiy of different top¬ 
ics, there is an underlying 
theme to the day and tlie talks, 
wbch IS recognizing and han¬ 
dling misperceptions, perhaps 
tliose we pi ace up on ourselves, 
or by society, wbch prevents 
us from being the best and 
most elective individuals that 
we can be. Tliis, in many cases 
IS what holds women back 
fr'om fully developing theii in¬ 
telligence and realizing all then 
talents, but applies to all gen¬ 
ders.

AF.NHEM/ORANJESTAD - 
SETAP^ the local telecom op¬ 
erator and registry for Aniba‘s 
countiy-code domain aw, has 
signed a cooperahun agree¬ 
ment with SIDN (die Founda¬ 
tion for Internet DomEan 
Registration in the Nether¬ 
lands). Under die agi'eement, 
SIDN will provide registry 
services for .aw. SETAR will 
use SIDN's systems for regis¬ 
tering ,aw domain names and 
for administering the aw do- 
mam. The agreement is for an 
initiai penod of five years. 
From 1 Mai-ch, SIDN will 
make a new registration sys¬ 
tem available, plus related sys¬ 
tems such as a Whois and an 
extension to EETAR's DNS in- 
frastnicture. In addition, all ex¬ 
isting . aw domain names have 
been migrated to the new sys¬ 


tem. Afresh .aw zone fide will 
be generated and published on 
the upgraded DNS infrastmc- 
ture every two hours by the 
SIDN-op crated registration 
system. 

Aldioughdie amval of new 
gTLDs (generic top-level do¬ 
mains) means tliat the number 
of registiy semce providers 
seeking to admimster new do¬ 
mains IS gi'owing all the time, 
caieful consideration led 
SETAR to choose SIDN as its 
partner for dieprofessionafrsa- 
tionof .aw.

HOH Emergency Department 
report 60 incidents during 
Carntvai weekend 


□RANJESTAD - As of the 
Thursday prior to the last car¬ 
nival weekend of tlie season, 
Horacio Oduber Hospital 
(HOH) Emergency Depart¬ 
ment began a study of the 
steady flow of patients A total 
of 3S0 patients were treated, of 
which i57 were admitted in the 
hospital. Of tlie 3S0 treated 
cases, 12 were for mistreat¬ 
ment, IS cases were caused by 
auto accidents, 5 were for alco¬ 
hol intoxication, 2 cases were 
listed as food poisoning and 11 
incidents were people who fell 
off stages or other platforms 
used to watch the Carnival pa¬ 
rades Of the abovemeiiuoned 


cases, 20' patients were under 
the influence of alcohol, of 
winch 9 were admitted m hos¬ 
pital.

Scientists develop blood test to detect 
Alzheimer's disease 


The group, led by Denis 
Mukwege, a celebrated doc¬ 
tor known for founding a 
dime for rape victims in east¬ 
ern DR Congo, was launched 
ahead of International 
Women's Day on Saturday 
Its mission is to combat 
"shameful" discrimination 
and miso gym Stic attitudes, 
which impede economic de¬ 
velopment, it said. 

"Let's break the silence, 
let's change the mindset of 
our sons and daughters, our 
brothers and sisters, our fa¬ 
thers and mothers, and let's 
put an end to impumty and to 
sexual violence," it said 
The group takes its name 
from the V-Day movement 
aimed at ending violence 
against women and girls, 
started by activist and play¬ 
wright Eve Busier, the author 
of "Tlie Vagina Monologues' 
The V stands for victory, 
valentine and vagina. 


up to one in ten people could 
be wrongly diagnosed witli a 
disease for wluch there is no 
effective treatment.

The bloo d test is based on 
analysing the fatty chemicals 
— known as lipids — circulat¬ 
ing m the bloodstream, which 
begin to change as a result of 
a breakdown in tlie mem¬ 
branes of tlie brain cells asso¬ 
ciated witli Alzheimer's. 

Scientists have known tliat 
Alzheimer's disease begins 
long before the onset of the 
diagnostic symptoms, such as 
memory loss or confusion, 
and have tided formally years 
to find ways of detecting 
these changes with simple 
tests tliat could b e used in tlie 
clinic. 

A team of researchers led 


by Howard Federoff of 
Georgetown University Med¬ 
ical Centre in Washington 
identified ID lipids in the 
blood that can he used to de¬ 
tect the early signs of 
Alzheimer's or other frjmis of 
dementity which affects one 
in three people over the age 
of fi5. 

“Our novel blood test of¬ 
fers the potential to identify 
people at risk for progressive 
cognitive decline and can 
change how patients, their 
families and treating physi¬ 
cians plan for and manage tlie 
disorder,” Dr Federoff said

Candy Crush Saga is 
one of the most popular of 
tlie new "casual games" tlial 
can he played in short bursts 
and on Uie move. 

It has seeped into every 
day life -- and attracted new 
audiences, with women mak¬ 
ing up two-thirds of Candy 
Crush players, according to 
its Bnlish developer King. 

"I'm not into computers 
and what little time I've got 
I'm inclined to spend reading 
a book," said Martini, a 
teaching assistant from 
Spilsby in eastern Elngland.

It IS the first time since the 
1990s that new substances 
damaging to Earth's stratos- 
phenc shield have been 
found, and otliers may be out 
there, they said. 

"Our research has shown 
four gases that were not 
around m the atmosphere at 
all until the 19dDs, wluch 
suggests tliey are man¬ 
made, " the team firom Europ e 
and Australia wrote in the 
journal Nature Geoscience. 

They analysed unpolluted 
air samples collected in Tas- 
mama between 1978 and 
2013, and firom deep, com¬ 
pacted snow in Greenland. 

"Tlie identtfi cation of 
these four new gases is very 
worrying as they will con- 
tnbute to the destruction of 
the ozone layer," added a 
statement from the team. 

" We do lit know where tlie 
new gases are being emitted 
from, and tliis should be in¬ 
vestigated." 

Three of the gases are 


clilorofluorocarbons (CFCs) - 
- a ^oup winch includes 
chemicals traditionally found 
in air-conditiomng, refirigera- 
tors and aerosol spray cans 
but banned under the Mon¬ 
treal Protocol. 

Tlie fourth IS a hydrocMo- 
rofluorocarbon (HCFC), part 
□f a closely-related group of 
compounds which replaced 
CFCs but are being phased out 

More than 74,ODD tonnes 
of the four newly-identified 
gases had accumulated m tlie 
atiio sphere by 2013, said the 
team.

"However, the reported 
eimssioiis are clearly contrary 
to the intentions behind the 
Montreal Protocol, and raise 
questions about the sources 
□ f these gases," the team 
wrote. 

Two of the gases, one 
CFC and the HCFC, are still

Previously seven types of 
CFC and six of HCFC were 
known to contribute to ozone 
destruction. 

CFCs, the mam cause of 
the hole in the ozone layer 
over Antarctica, are man¬ 
made organic compounds 
made of carbon, chlorine and

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Bernanke: US economy improving, 
but still fragile 


HOUSTOT4 - Former Federal 
Rejjeive ChaimiEm Ben 
Bernanke is still keeping a 
dose eye on tlie US economic 
recovery, which he said is pro¬ 
gressing but still somewhat 
fragile. 

“The woods ai”e still theie-- 
tliere are just fewer trees," Mr 
Bernanke sard on the weekend. 

The US unemployment rate 
edged up to 6.1 per cent in 
February from 6 d per cent m 
January, and harsL winter 
weather IS tliought to be one of 
the culprits for slowing eco¬ 
nomic growtli in recent 
months. But Mr Bernanke said 
the Labor Department's an¬ 
nouncement Fnday that tlie US 
economy added 175^000 pri¬ 
vate-sector jobs m February IS 
"consistent with tire expecta¬ 
tion of continued recovery in 
tlie economy." 

Mr Bernanke's address in 
Houston was Ins third public 
speech since stepping down 
from the Fed's helm after eiglit 
years as chairman. At times, he 
slipped into the first person 
plural wlule defending the 
Fed's extraordiiiaiy measures 
at tire height of tire financial 


crisis and its efforts to stimu¬ 
late the economy since. "We-- 
1 can't say 'we‘ anymore--tlie 
Fed has become mucli more 
intensely interested in doing 
stress tests," he said. 

Pointing to a healthier 
banbng system and a partial 
recovery in US housing mar¬ 
kets, Mr Eemanlce said Friday 
the Fed's actions, wlule not al¬ 
ways populai; hastened recov¬ 
ery and helped make tlie 
financial system more resilient 
to potentially unexpected 
sho cks in tlie future. 

In Decembei; under Mr 
Bernanke, the Fed began re¬ 
ducing its rnontlily bond pur¬ 
chases, which ai'e aimed at 
holding down long-term inter¬ 
est rates to encourage more 
spending, luring and invest¬ 
ment. The fed has also held 
short-tenu rates near zero since 
late J OOS to help boost growtli. 

Fed officials have said they 
expect to gradually wind down 
the bond-buying program tlus 
year if tlie economy keeps im¬ 
proving as tliey forecast. And 
most of them have indicated 
they ai'e likely to wait until 
sometime next year to start 


raising short-temi interest 
rates. 

Mr Bernanke said choosing 
when to stall raisin grates "will 
be a tricky decision and one 
that will require a lot of work 
and a lot of tliouglil." 

"Obviously at some point, 
we hope that frie economy will 
reach full employment and tn- 
flatiQii will begin to move to¬ 
ward levels that are more 
sustainable and closer to target. 
At til at point, it will be up to 
the Fed to begin to withdraw," 
he said. "Everybody under¬ 
stands that at some point that 
will begin to happen." 

Mr Bernanke also said he 
would be keeping an eye on 
China, which he said is the 
most important influence on 
the health o f emerging-maiket 
economies and is also at a crit¬ 
ical juncture. 

"Clunais engaged in a very 
tricky transition right now," he 
said, adding that the country 
needs to shift its economy to 
rely more on domestic demand 
rather tlran relying heavily on 
exports, in order to reach sta¬ 
ble growth levels of 7 per cent 
to S p er cent.

Caribbean nations prepare 
demand for slavery 
reparations 


ST. VINCENT - More than 
15D years after European 
colomal powers abolished 
slavery, a coalition of 
Caribbean nations is consid¬ 
ering legal action to seek a 
fonnal apology and monetary 
compensation. 

Heads of stale of 15 
Canbbean nations will gatlier 
in St Vincent today to unveil 
a plan demanding reparations 
from Europe for the eiidunng 
suffering inflicted by tlie At¬ 
lantic slave trade. 

The subject of reparations 
has simmered in the 
Caribbean for many years 
and opinions are divided. 
Some see reparations as de¬ 
layed justice, wlule otliers see 
It as an empty claim and a 
distraction from modem so¬ 
cial problems in Canbbean 
societies. 

Slavery ended lliroughout 
the Caribbean m the 13 0 Ds m 
the wake of slave revolts, and 
left many of the region's 
plantation economies in tat¬ 


ters. 

If the leaders decide to go 
aliead, a legal complaint will 
be filed against European 
stales, possibly opening the 
way for fonnal negotiations. 

The European states tar¬ 
geted are Bntaiii, France, 
Spam, Portugal, the Nether¬ 
lands, Norway Sweden and 
Denmark. 

A 10-point plan will be 
unveiled today at tlie heads of 
government meeting of Cari- 
com, the re^onal political 
and economic body. Given 
the head of steam behind tlie 
reparations movement in tlie 
Caribbean, the blueprint is 
expected to be approved. It 
will then go forward for dis¬ 
cussion with European gov- 
eniments. 

The claims are being 
channeled through the United 
Nations convention on the 
elimination of racial discrim¬ 
ination, and processed with 
the help of the London law 
firm Leigli Day.
